REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 





The finances of the district are in such satisfactory condition 
that the school board will not ask the raising of. any money for 
school purposes the coming year in addition to that required by 
law. During the past year, the house at Buck Street has been 
painted, shingling been done on those on the Hill and the Street, 
and such minor repairs at the other buildings as seemed advisa- 
ble. New large dictionaries have been placed in all the schools, 
and more than the average number of new text-books have been 
purchased, the grading and fencing of the new grounds at North 
Pembroke have been completed, a skilled superintendent has 
given half of his whole time to the schools here since July 1, 
there has been no curtailing of desirable work in any direction. 
In addition to the balance in favor of the district that the treas- 
urer’s report shows, there is about $250 of dog license money 
held by the selectmen, to be paid over April 1, and something of 
uncollected tuitions from the districts of Concord, Allenstown, 
and Manchester. 

With Pittsfield a union was made for a supervisory district for 
one year, the term expiring June 30 next. An effort was made 
to include another town, but none was found available. Frank 
Howe Benedict of Williamstown, Vt., a graduate of Tufts Col- 
lege, and an experienced teacher, was engaged as superintendent 
at a salary of $900. ‘The state, under the law, pays one half of 
this, and Pembroke shares the remainder with Pittsfield equally, 
each having half the superintendent’s entire time. ‘The net cost 
to Pembroke is $225. For several years the district has paid 
$250 for music supervision and instruction alone; this work has 
been done by Mr. Benedict along with other duties, with satisfac- 
tory results. The net money saving by this arrangement to Pem- 
broke the present year has therefore been $25, to say nothing of 
the vastly wider seope of the work and more time given. 

A word of commendation is due Mr. Benedict for the proficiency 
and fidelity that has attended his work. He has won the confi- 
dence and respect of the teachers and the love of the pupils ; he is 
deserving the gratitude of the parents for his devoted interest 
and efforts. He is in every way competent to advise and his 
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judgment is at all times available to every one interested in school 
work, and should be freely sought if the greatest good is to be de- 
rived. The printed course of study should be a constant aid and 
guide. 

The sanitary changes made at the village school building in 
1899 have given complete satisfaction, except during the winter 
terms. Every suggestion, except the use of artificial heat, has 
been followed to prevent freezing, but without successful results. 
We are now convinced that nothing but constant artificial heat 
during zero weather will obviate freezing there. ‘The building 
sits upon a ledge and the only satisfactory explanation is that 
the cold follows the exposed ledge in, a condition that cannot be 
prevented. An economical plan of furnishing artificial heat, as a 
last resort during such few weeks, is now under consideration, 
and will be undertaken the coming year. 

The compulsory attendance law was strengthened by the last 
legislature. Its provisions as to a truant officer have been met, 
and all children in the town between the ages of 8 and 14 have 
been required and known to attend some school while the public 
schools were in session, since last September. Regular meetings 
of the board have been held, the business been done in a formal 
manner, and a full record thereof been kept, which practice should 
be continued. 

Through the liberal public spirit of citizens, flag poles and flags 
have been provided at the North Pembroke and Brickett schools, 
and all in the district are now thus furnished. 

The annual enumeration of children in April revealed the fol- 
lowing :

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


In the natural course of events it becomes incumbent on the 
school officers to make their annual report, and as your superin- 
tendent a part of that duty devolves on me. 

Nine teachers have been employed throughout the year. The 
work done by them has been very creditable in every case. 

The fall and winter terms, with the exception of the Buck 
Street school, have been free from the usual contagious diseases. 
The Buck Street school did not open until after the holidays, and 
in consequence will continue until the seventh of March, thereby 
losing but one week. 

The statistical table does not show much improvement over that 
of last year in daily attendance. This is partly due to the manner 
in which the registers have been kept, some children having been 
marked absent throughout the term that would have been ac- 
counted as non-members heretofore. ‘This is in accordance with 
the letter of the present system of registration. The attendance 
has been good, but it would be for the advantage of the work of 
all concerned if it were still better. 

With every innovation there naturally follow some changes, and 
with the system of school supervision there have been several, 
but not all that the schools of the town need. Such other changes 
as are in contemplation will be made as fast as the standard of 
the schools will permit. 

The most important change in the school curriculum is the in- 
troduction of a course of study for all schools and the necessary 
grading of them in order to meet the requirements. This will 
have a tendency to make the work of all schools uniform, and 
thus bring the standard of rural instruction to an equal footing 
with that of the graded school. Each pupil is watched carefully 
and not allowed to work in grades beyond his depth, and thereby 
stupefy him. The work of grading is not complete; time alone 
can bring it to such a condition. 
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‘¢Ward’s Rational Method of Reading” has been tried and will 
be introduced into all the schools the coming term. It will un- 
doubtedly overcome the deficiency in spelling as well as make effi- 
cient readers. It can be used only in the lower grades. 

The study of music has been under my especial direction, and 
while the work has not been all that it should be, it is not too 
much to say that some schools have done very good work. ‘The 
matter of drill lies almost entirely with the teachers. Some little 
attention has been given to the matter of tone placing, and more 
attention has been given to reading than to learning songs. The 
latter work will be continued more vigorously the coming term. 

Teachers’ meetings have been held and important educational 
matters discussed pertaining to our own needs. ‘The teachers 
have availed themselves of the state institute. A visiting day 
was granted by the board. The reports of the teachers and the 
vigor with which they took hold of the new ideas obtained, indi- 
cate that the day was a busy and profitable one. 

While it can be said that the schools were in fairly good condi- 
tion, they are not up to the required standard as yet. Thus far 
my observations lead me to think that we are looking to see our 
children through the grammar grades too early, thereby making 
the work of the high school tedious if not wholly distasteful to 
some. Whileit is important that a child should get through the 
high school as early as possible, it is unwise to hasten the matter 
beyond his development. Again, there are only a few who come 
to us that ever reach the higher institution, and hurried work is 
detrimental to their needs. This fact causes some parents to de- 
sire the promotion of their children when it is an absolute injus- 
tice to the child and those of his classmates who are unfortunate 
enough to be in his division. Promotion must be earned before 
it can be justly made. It is no disgrace to a child not to be pro- 
moted. 

The buildings of the town are in good condition with the excep- 
tion of the grammar building at Suncook. Some provision should 
be made to improve the sewerage conditions. 

There is always a call for new apparatus, but this year the call 
is for reference books. .The schools are fairly well supplied with 
charts and maps. A different series of geographies is contem- 
_ plated, but as yet there seems to be no reasonable bope of secur- 
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ing just the text desired for the study of so important a subject. 
Reference books will assist in making it an information study, 
and this is what it should be, largely. 

The subject of drawing should be given consideration by 
parents. Itis a matter that has engrossed the attention of some 
of the teachers, for it is felt to be very helpful in training the 
power and habit of observation. It is the observing child in 
whom we place our confidence when scholarship is concerned. 
There is but little encouragement for teachers to go on with the 
work with present equipments. But that it is of high educational 
value is not debatable. 

Parents are notified twice each term as to the grade of work 
done by their sons and daughters. It will assist materially if 
attention be paid to the standing as indicated by these reports. 
High ranks should not be sought, but when the ranking is low it 
indicates that the child is absent too frequently to do the work, 
or that he is indolent and indifferent in school. A word at home 
is of inestimable value to such as these. Teachers need the 
hearty co-operation of every parent. 

In closing, it may not seem unseasonable to say that while each 
child is studied carefully, and such work prescribed as seems nec- 
essary to his needs, yet it would be miraculous were all disposi- 
tions fully understood and no errors of judgment made.
